The plight of the eight Americans held hostage in 
Lebanon was pushed to the fore after Israeli commandos 
seized a Moslem cleric in Lebanon, Sheik Abdul Karim 
Obeid, on July 28. In response, a group called the Organi- 
zation of the Oppressed on Earth contended it had 
hanged American Marine Lt. Col. William Higgins. 

Asked if the American-hostages-were any closer to 
freedom now as a result of the developments of the past 
few weeks, Bush said, “I can’t say that today, but we’re 
going to keep on trying.”

The dissenting vote 
was cast by the only scientist on the 
panel, Utah State University Provost 
Karen Morse. Morse recently became 
the USU provost after being the 
chairman of the Chemistry Depart- 
ment and objects to so much of the 
state’s funds being spent on things 
other than actual fusion research. 
“We can only have verification of 


_cold fusion when a full understanding 
_ of the science is in,” Morse said. “I 


have concerns about putting money 
into things other than research.” 

The U of U is hiring more than 40 
new people to staff their fusion re- 
search center, said Pamela Fogle, the 
U of U public information spokesper- 
son. The university will be spending 
nearly $1.6 million in personnel costs 
and $904,000 for equipment. 

The state fusion council did not 
agree to pay another $400,000 in legal 
fees requested by the U of U; how- 
ever, they had earlier paid $500,000 in 
patent attorney fees for the univer- 
sity. 

“Pons and Fleischamnn will not be 
moving to the research center person- 
ally, but will have experiments going 
on there that they have designed or 
requested,” said Fogle. “Their labo- 
ratory (in the chemistry building) has 
been stocked with equipment and 
supplies for the purpose of continuing 
their experiments.”

Jeanne Lopatto, Senator Hatch’s 
assistant press secretary in Washing- 
ton D.C., said Hatch believes the 
sternest actions should be taken 
against the Lebanese holding the 
hostages.

New South African president sworn in 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — F.W. de Klerk became acting presi- 
dent Tuesday and pledged faster action on limited racial policy reforms begun 
by his predecessor, P.W. Botha. 

“There is no doubt that we stand on the threshold of a new era in South 
Africa. History offers us a unique opportunity for peaceful solutions,” de Klerk 
said at the brief swearing-in ceremony in Pretoria. 

The transition is “just a change of initials from P.W. to F.W,” said Arch- 
bishop Desmond Tutu, who won the 1984 Nobel Peace Prize for his work 
against apartheid. 

In Washington, the State Department said it hoped for an “active dialogue” 
with the new leadership on ending apartheid, the official policy of racial 
discrimination. 

It held out the possibility of a visit by de Klerk, who also heads the 
governing National Party. 

Botha, who led South Africa for 11 often turbulent years, resigned Monday 
night after repeated confrontations with his Cabinet. 

De Klerk said he wants to speed reform, but did not pledge specific action on 
such major apartheid issued as sharing power with blacks, who outnumber 
whites 28 million to five million and have no voice in national affairs. 

“We want to build a new South Africa in which all people participate in 
decisions affecting their lives at all levels,” de Klerk said. 


Andrews challenges dismissal of appeal 


SALT LAKE CITY — Convicted murderer William Andrews, who has 
served longer on death row than any other inmate in the country, on Tuesday 
filed new appeals in federal and state courts aimed at staying his Aug. 22 
execution. 

In his notice of appeal to the 10th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Denver, 
Andrews said he would challenge a Utah federal judge’s dismissal last week of 
his civil rights-based appeal. 

Andrews’ petition to the Utah Supreme Court seeks to overturn his death 
sentence and requests a hearing on new evidence unveiled during his commu- 
tation hearing before the Utah Board of Pardons last week. 

Andrews and Pierre Dale Selby were charged with torturing and killing two 
women and a man and maiming two other men during an April 1974 robbery at 
the Ogden Hi-Fi Shop. 

The victims were forced to drink a caustic liquid drain cleaner and one 
woman was raped before all were shot in the head. 


Soviet space station to be reactivated 


STAR CITY, U.S.S.R. — Two cosmonauts will reactivate the Mir space 
station in September, try out a new “space motorcycle,” and install a docking 
port for the Soviet space shuttle, officials said Tuesday. 

Alexander S. Viktorenko, the flight commander, and Alexander A. Sere- 
brov, the flight engineer, are to blast off Sept. 6 to resume the Soviet manned 
space program that was put on hold four months ago because of tight finances 
and technical delays. 

Among the highlights of the six-month mission will be a ride outside Mir in 
the “space motorcycle.” 

Alexander N. Balandin, a backup engineer for the flight, said the motorcy- 
cle is similar to the maneuvering unit used by U.S. space shuttle astronauts. 

It can travel up to 50 yards away from Mir for 2-3 hours at a time, he told a 
news conference at the Gagarin Cosmonaut Training Center in Star City, 
about 25 miles east of Moscow. 

Soviet officials have said cosmonauts will use the craft to inspect Mir’s 
exterior, repair satellites and as a rescue vehicle. 


Test successful on shuttle’s new motor 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — Preliminary results show that an ignition test 
Tuesday of the space shuttle’s redesigned solid rocket motor was a success, 
said officials at the Marshall Space Flight Center. 

The center is continuing to test the redesigned engine to check the perfor- 
mance of joints that were blamed for the 1986 Challenger explosion, even 
though the engine is now used in flights. The latest was by Columbia, which 
returned Sunday from a space voyage.

Findings show Mexican god 
is like Christ, study says

New data has been found on the 
pre-Columbian (before 1492) Mexican 
god Quetzalcoatl linking him with 
Christ, said a research associate from 
the Foundation for Ancient Research 
and Mormon Studies (FARMS). 

-Dr. Terry Stocker, a research asso- 
ciate with FARMS, will present a 
one- hour slide presentation on the 
data today at 7:30 p.m. in 250 SWKT. 

“We have pretty conclusive evi- 
dence to link the deity Quetzalcoatl 
with Christ, and we found it in 
Catholic churches from the 1570s. 
The evidence comes from painted mu- 
rals on the walls,” Stocker said. 

“A lot of Mormon scholars have 
been trying to link it for a long time. 
That’s one of the reasons_ they 
brought me here,” Stocker said. 

Stocker will discuss three areas: 
new data from the battle site of Cu- 
morah, Quetzalcoatl as Christ and the 
Lamanites. 

“Quetzalcoatl was a god who advo- 
cated peace, and he has a lot of simi- 
larities to Christ. He was a bearded 
deity, and most of the deity in that 
time weren’t bearded. He was an em- 
bodiment of the planet Venus (The

Here’s to health, moderately 


, Woody Allen provides us with a story about two elderly 
women who are suffering through a bad meal. One of them 
exclaims, “The food here is awful!” The other responds, 
“Yes — and they serve such small portions, too!” 

'C’est la vie. Notwithstanding the endless kvetching 

that we do about the trials we suffer through, our biblical 
thréé-score-and-ten life is something we just can’t get 
enough of. Those of us who compose the “Baby Boomer” 
generation are in for a whole lot more of it if recent trends 
inlongevity hold true. 
> At’ thé beginning of the 20th century, the life expec- 
taney of the average American was 47.3 years. Thanks to 
improvements in sanitation, and the conquest of tubercu- 
losis, life expectancy rose to the high 50s during the 1920s. 
However, this development put many at risk of heart 
diséjse and cancer, which remain the leading causes of 
death in contemporary America. 
.. The upward trend in life-span reached a plateau of 67 in 
the mid-1950s, which led many to believe that society had 
achieved the biological maximum in longevity. But in 1968 
life expectancy began to rise again; by 1986 it had reached 
74,8 for both sexes. 

By 2040, when most of the “Baby Boom” generation is in 
its 80s.and 90s, the percentage of the American population 
over 65 will have doubled, the percentage over 85 will 
have.quadrupled. The “upside” (as Yuppies are wont to 
say).to this is that we “Boomers” will live long and maybe 
even prosper. The “downside” is that every surge forward 
in life expectancy opens up new frontiers in geriatric 
pathology. 

- Aging “Boomers” will have not only cancer and heart 
disease to worry about. Alzheimer’s disease has already 
been branded the “Disease of the 21st Century.” Cur- 
rently, America is spending $45 billion to treat 2.5 million 
Alzheimer’s patients. 

“Boomers” may live long enough to succumb to the law 
of diminishing returns; that is, one may find one’s self too 
healthy for his years, and therefore vulnerable to preda- 
tory diseases. Doctor James Fries of Stanford has con- 
cluded that there is a genetically-programmed limit to the 
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human life-span: the longer one lives, the more quickly 
disease can become terminal. 3 

Doctor Joseph Wassersug says that he has taken note of 
this fact and chosen to “take a more active intervention in 
my destiny.” Wassersug is a criminally healthy man in his 
mid-80s, who has discovered that his condition has placed 
him in danger of dying from cancer. His prescription is a 
high-cholesterol diet. “If a fat-enriched diet can prevent 
death from cancer, I say it’s worth it,” Wassersug de- 
clared. “Pass the butter, please.” 

Wassersug’s therapeutic gluttony is a fascinating con- 
trast to the oat bran-obsessed asceticism that is the rage. 
Wassersug is part stoic, part epicurea: he has come to 
terms with the inevitable and has resolved to enjoy mar- 
bled steaks, ice cream and other delights until he gives u 
the ghost. : 

We can agree that society’s devotion to health is a bit 
overzealous when even junk foods are touting their nutri- 
tional benefits. Hostess, once the proud purveyor of use- 
less confections like Twinkies, has suddenly unleashed an 
oat bran muffin upon an unsuspecting public. Keebler has 
announced that its products soon will be cholesterol-free. 
Jay Leno is hawking “Light Doritos.” What is this?! Let’s 
face it, some things are not supposed to be good for you. 

Writing in The New Republic, Michael Ignatieff ob- 
serves that America is “making (itself) ill with the frantic 
pursuit of health.” 

Ignatieff observes Americans commonly list health at 
the top of their concerns, ahead of love, work, or money. 
Health has become a species of secular religion, complete 
with sacred texts. One gets the impression many among 
the panting, sweat-suited throng would eat wicker if they 
thought it would lower their blood cholesterol. 

Of course good health is important. But any virtue 
becomes a vice when it grows too large and becomes too 
greedy. Perhaps we should remember Marcus Aurelius’ 
observation that none of us will live to read his own 
memoirs. This is why the best long-term therapy for one’s 
heart is to avoid setting it on the things of this world. .

LaVon Devey, receptionist for 
Deseret Industries, 1375 N. State St. 
in Provo, said the store accepts any- 
thing but “food items, hot water 
heaters and hazardous chemicals.” 

Summer hours for donations are 
Monday through Saturday, 8:30 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. Items should be taken to the 
back of the store. 

For students without transporta- 
tion, arrangements may be made fora 
pick-up of their goods. 

“They can call us, ask for the dis- 
patcher and then schedule a time for a 
truck to pick up their donations. The 
donations must be placed outside the 
residence. Although we prefer a 
quantity of items to pick up, we will 
do single-item pick-ups,” Devey said. 

One way for girls to rid themselves 
of clothing and make money at the 
same time is to take them to a new 
consignment store in Provo Town 
Square. The Trading Post, 36 W. 
Center St., is owned by Marcie Vi- 
tale, 23, a BYU student from Provo 
majoring in business. 

Vitale said, “We'll take women’s 
clothing, accessories and shoes but 
they must be in good, clean condition. 
They also must be the current styles 
and in season.” 

Vitale said she puts the items on a 
60-day consignment. “That means if 
the clothes sell within 60 days, the 
original owner of the item gets 50 per- 
cent of the price I sold it for. If they 
don’t sell during that time, the owner 
can come in and pick it up, or if they 
prefer, I donate it to charities.” 

The Trading Post is open Monday 
through Saturday, 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

If students prefer to send belong- 
ings home instead of discarding them, 
and if they’re low on cash, Mail Plus, 
2255 University Parkway, can ship 
the boxes c.o.d. The recipient will be 

required to pay the regular shipping 
costs plus a standard charge of $4.50, 
regardless of how much or how little 
is sent, according to owner, Royal 
Gardner. 

Gardner said, “A lot of students 
will do it that way, and have Mom and 
Dad pay for it.” 

Most things are sent by United 
Parcel Service, which is automati- 
cally insured up to $100, he said. 

“With UPS, the rate gets cheaper 
as the weight goes up, so it’s a better 
deal if students can consolidate their

The “change-of-address stress” is 
no stranger to most BYU students.

“Mental health experts say that 
even a positive move is a wrenching, 
emotionally stressful experience,” re- 
ported USA Today in a preview to a 
recent story on the stress of moving. 

According to students who have re- 
cently moved, moving adds numerous 
complications to an already stressed- 
filled time of life. 

Shannon Baker, a junior from Ar- 
cadia, Calif., recently made a move. 

She hopes not to have to soon re- 
peat. 

Although the move was just across 
town, Baker said she remembers the 
added stress the experience created. 

“Moving adds definite chaos and in- 
stability to your life. We moved all

things into one big box,” said Gard- 
ner. “Also, for students who are going 
to the Midwest or the East, it is 
cheaper to send books via the U.S. 
Postal Service, because there’s a flat 
book rate.” 

Gardner said it usually takes two to 
six days for shipments to reach their 
destinations, but UPS also offers air 
service, for a higher fee. 

Some students opt to rent storage 
units. 

Kami Sage, manager of Provo Mini 
Storage, 472 E. 500 South, said stu- 
dents should begin calling early for a 
storage space. “We have 58 5-by-5 
units, 87 5-by-10 units and 36 10-by-10 
units,” said Sage. 

Renee Ladd, manager of Lockbox, 
1410 N. University Ave., also said 
students should plan ahead when 
moving. 

Both facilities rent on a monthly 
basis. 

Another thing students must do be- 
fore moving out is change their ad- 
dress with the Postal Service. 

Hal Throckmorton, Provo letter 
carrier for the U.S. Postal Service, 
said the first thing to do is obtain an 
official change of address form, which 
is available from any post office or 
postmaster. He said there are also 
forms available for those who sub- 
scribe to periodicals which the post 
office sends directly to the publisher. 

“Follow instructions on the card ex- 
actly or the process may be delayed. 


Make sure old and new addresses are | 


correct and legible,” Throckmorton 
said. “It’s best to take care of it at 
least a week ahead of the day you 
move out, since it takes time to pro- 
cess.” 

He said the information is then sent 
to Salt Lake City and entered into the 
“Central Forwarding System.” 

“They’re the ones who put the little 
yellow label on which says ‘please for- 
ward’,” he said. 

If students find they aren’t receiy- 
ing mail at the new address, they 
should call the Provo Main Office and 
have the the following information 
available: full name, old and new ad- 
dresses and the date they turned the 
change of address form in, according 
to Throckmorton. 

Checking out often seems like the 
final step before completely moving 
out, but John Pace, manager of Off-

problems behind, but also continue 
creating new problems after they’ve 
left. 

For example, former tenants some- 
times leave behind unpaid bills and 
forget to arrange for the post office to 
forward their mail. 

Mail forwarding through the post 
office is one way for people to help 
ease the stress of moving, according 
to Debbie Schwartz, a sophomore ma- 
joring in elementary education. 

“We're always getting mail for peo- 
ple that don’t live here anymore,” said 
Schwartz, who had roommates move 
out at semester change. 

Mail forwarding and permanent ad- 
dress changes are services provided 
by most post offices. 

Many people don’t understand how 
easy it is to change mailing addresses 
or don’t take the time to make the 
change, according to post office em- 
ployees. 

Mike Rodenberg, employee at the 
BYU post office, said, “People just 
need to come in and fill out a short 
form, and that’s all there is to it.” 

Temporary address changes and 
special forwarding services are also 
available at local post offices to help 
ease the stress of moving.

Campus Housing at BYU, said stu- 
dents should be aware of the proper 
procedures. 

“The ideal situation would be for 
the tenant and manager to go through 
the housing unit together and resolve 
any problems then and there. It also 
helps to have some unbiased wit- 
nesses there who can attest to the 
condition the apartment was left in,” 
he said. 


Leaving a forwarding address is © 


also the responsibility of the tenant, 
according to Pace. 

“Tf the landlord doesn’t know 
where to send your deposit, he natu- 
rally won’t send it,” he said. 

Pace said, “If a tenant wants to 
move out before the termination of his 
contract, he needs to find a replace- 
ment. 

“Tt causes an awful lot of problems 
when students think landlords will 
just keep the deposit. They will, but 
they will also hold the tenant liable for 
the rest of the rent.” 

The Off-Campus Housing office has 
several free pamphlets for students 
which give details about off-campus 
housing concerns such as deposits and 
rental agreements.

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Alaska sues 
companies 
for oil spill

JUNEAU, Alaska — Alaska on 
Tuesday sued Exxon Corp. and six 
other oil companies, alleging negli- 
gence for failing to prevent and clean 
up the nation’s worst oil spill. 

The lawsuit, filed in state Superior 
Court at Anchorage, does not specify 
the amount of damages sought for 
losses from the March 24 tanker dis- 
aster, which left nearly 11 million gal- 
lons of crude oil in Prince William 
Sound. 

“If you assume that the damages 
haven't been half mitigated and then 
you add in any potential punitive 
damages, this is probably in the.mul- 
tiple billions,” said Robert LeResche, 
the state oil-spill coordinator who an- 
nounced the lawsuit at a news confer- 
ence. ee 

The lawsuit alleges that Exxon 
Corp. and Exxon Shipping Co., the 


tanker running aground by failing to 
staff it adequately and supervise the 
crew properly. : 

The state also says Alyeska 
Pipeline Service Co., a consortium of 
oil companies that runs the trans- 
Alaska oil. pipeline, failed to take 
prompt and adequate measures to 
contain and remove the spilled oil or 
prevent it from spreading into envi- 
ronmentally sensitive areas. 

Alyeska was responsible for the ini- 
tial response to the spill. 

The lawsuit names Alyeska and 
each of the consortium companies: 
Exxon Pipeline Co., an Exxon Corp. 
subsidiary; Arco Pipeline Co.; BP: 
Alaska Pipelines Inc.; Mobil Alaska 
Pipeline Co.; Amerada Hess Pipeline 
Corp.; Phillips Alaska Pipeline Corp.; 
and Unocal Pipeline Co. ; 

Those companies controlled 
Alyeska’s budget to a degree that 
makes them responsible for Alyeska’s 
‘response (0 the spill, the lawsuit says. 

“We feel that Alyeska as a corpora- 
tion was merely a sham, a corporate 
shell if you will, behind which these 
partners have been hiding for the last 
12 or 15 years,” LeResche said. 

The lawsuit also charges that the oil 
companies misrepresented their abil- 
ity to contain and clean up oil spills, 
violated federal marine pilotage laws 
and inflicted “severe emotional dis- 
tress on Alaska residents.” 

Exxon officials in Anchorage did 
not immediately return a phone call 
for comment.

WARSAW, Poland — President 
Wojciech Jaruzelski called Tuesday 
for an emergency meeting of 
Poland’s political leaders to seek “ra- 
tional solutions” to a growing gov- 
ernment crisis he said threatens the 
nation’s stability. 

The call was seconded by Solidar- 
ity leader Lech Walesa, who also 
said “if society wants it,” he would 
agree to serve as prime minister. 

If Solidarity succeeds in winning 
the prime minister’s post, it would 
be the first non-communist govern- 
ment in the East bloc since the late’ 
1940s. 

Prime minister Czeslaw Kiszezak 
said Monday he is ready to resign 
and abandon efforts to assemble a 
Cabinet in the face of Solidarity’s 
opposition to any communist-led 
government. Kiszezak became 
prime minister 12 days ago.

CHICAGO — Gary Dotson, finally 
cleared of a rape that his one-time 
accuser later said she invented, says 
he’s bitter over the agony the legal 
system put him through. 

“It’s a good system but mistakes 
happen,” Dotson said Monday after a 
judge overturned his conviction. “I 
have my bitterness, yes. It has been 
hard to deal with.” 

After the judge acted, prosecutors 
dropped charges that could have led 
to a new trial, saying they could not 
win the case again. * 

As the hearing ended, Dotson 
turned and smiled at his relatives in 
the audience, then heaved a sigh of 
relief. j 

“It’s over,” Dotson told reporters. 
“As they say, this is the first day of 
the rest of my life.” 

Dotson was convicted in 1979 of the 
rape and aggravated kidnapping of 
Cathleen Crowell Webb and was sen- 
tenced to 25 to 50 years in prison. 
Dotson had served six years of the 
sentence when Mrs. Webb, now a 
Harrisville, N.H., homemaker, said 
she invented the 1977 attack because 
she feared she had become pregnant 
by her boyfriend. 

“T forgave her a long time ago. I’ve 
no animosity against her,” Dotson 
said. “As far as I’m concerned, today 
my name has been cleared.” 

Mrs. Webb’s attorney, John 
McLario, said she was pleased with 


the dismissal of charges and won- . 


dered “why something like this 
wasn’t done long ago.” 

“She trusts that it will be put to rest 
and she naturally wishes the best for 
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Terran, who has performed and recorded with Elvis 
Presley, The Beatles, Benny Goodman and others, will be
